Senator Promises 


More On Brewery 


Tax Payment 


WASHINGTON (ffMtautor Wil­ 
liams (R-Dsl) today promised to 
tell the Senate more next week 
about Joseph D. Nunan Jr. and a 
tax case Involving the Indianapolis 
Brewing Company. 
Tha Delaware Republican, who 
helped start last t year’s congres­ 
sional investigation of tax tean- 
dals, told his colleagues yesterday 
that the brewing company got a 
$35,000 tax rebate after settling for 
$4,500 a $838,000 claim for back ex­ 
cess proflu taxes. 
Nunan, who resigned as commis­ 
sioner of internal revenue on June 
30, 1947, said in New York he had 
never represented the Indianapolis 
Brewing Company. 
"I never spoke to anyone on the 
company’s behalf,’’ he said. "I never 
received a fee from the company.** 
Asserting that ha had no recol­ 
lection of ever having signed an ap­ 
plication for a waiver of Internal 
Revenue Bureau rules, so that he 
could represent the company, he 
sail he would Tike to see that 
wa ver.” Nunan now is a private at­ 
torney. 
Williams immediately produced 
for reporters a photo copy of a 
waiver he said he had received from 
John Graves, chairman of the 
committee on practices in the In­ 
ternal Revenue Bureau, 
The waiver, dated March 28, 
1949 and notarized, said Nunan was 
applying for permission to appear 
before treasure officials "to repre­ 
sent Indianapolis Brewing Com­ 
pany of Indianapolis, Indiana, in 
connection with federal income and 
excess profits taxes for the period 
of years 1944, 1945, and 1948 to 
which I gave no personal considera­ 
tion and as to the facts off which I 
had no actual personal knowledge 
while in the service of the Treasury 
department. . .** 
"Whether Mr. Nunan did any­ 
thing for the company I don’t 
know,’* Williams told a reporter. 
"But he did get that waiver, Fur­ 
thermore, that is not the only 
waiver he got. There are others.” 
Robert Wilson, revenue agent in 
charge at Indianapolis, said the tax 
case settlement was made against 
his. recommendation. He said he has 
no record that Nunan was attorney 
for the company in any court liti­ 
gation. 
The tax settlement was handled 
in Superior court in. Indianapolis, 
Williams told a reporter he un­ 
derstood the company was allowed 
to settle the $836,000 claim against 
it for $4,500%>ecausa it had been 
placed in receivership. He said the 
company then asked for and got a 
$35,000 rebata on excess profits 
taxes paid, but did not specify the 
years involved in the latter action.

SACRAMENTO (F)—The stata of 
California and the Federal govern­ 
ment start arguing over $40,000,000 
in Washington next week.

At issue in the hearings which 
opens Wednesday before a special 
master appointed by the Supreme 
court is the definition of inland 
waters. 
The state argues .that the three 
mile strip of water, which the gov­ 
ernment claims under the Supreme 
court decision, should start off the 
Islands along the southern Cali­ 
fornia coast This would leave the 
water inside these islands in the 
control of the state. 
California also wants a definition 
of Inland waters to include such in­ 
lets as Monterey Bay. 
The government thinks the three 
mile strip should follow the con­ 
tours of the coast and go around 
each island separately.

•tailed car could stand and still 
leave 10 feet for traffic to pass it. 
Ten feet is the width of the lanes 
now on both the Golden Gate and 
the Bay bridges. 
Construction of the roadway ap­ 
proaching the cantilever spans on 
either side would be of four lane 
width with adequate room left for 
addition of the two more lanes when 
the second deck is built. 
Outside of the width, design of 
the bridge has not been changed 
materially, Raab said. It will look 
approximately the same as when 
the original designs were submitted. 
TOP DECK FIRST 
He said that the top deck would 
be built first and the lower deck 
added later. 
Raab said it was hard to express 
the situation insofar as use of criti­ 
cal steel Is concerned.

We Must Always Be Alert 
To Combat Threat Of Dope

It can happen here. 
It has happened here. Marin county can no 
longer feel aloof from the contaminating evil* 
of dope addiction and dope peddling. 
An unfortunate girl, still in her teens, was 
arrested not long ago on narcotics charge* 
while living in Marin City. Her companion 
was picked up for suspicion of peddling and 
for dope addiction. Both are waiting trial. 
One or two cases, one may rightfully argue, 
do not make a trend. Nor does it necessarily 
m«ia that Marin county is harboring many 
more like them. 
As a matter of fact both of these arrested 
young people might have beén commulers, 
using Marin City as a bedroom only. This 
,would be a reasonable supposition if it weren’t 
for one thing: 
Dope addicts Stay as dose to their sources 
of supply as they possibly can. Their unrelieved 
fear is to run out of the stuff or to lose 
contact with their suppliers. 
In this respect they are no different than 
alcoholics who will go to great lengths to keep 
little secret caches of their favorite beverage 
around the house. An understandable pre­ 
caution. 
Only a month ago in this space we reviewed 
the remarks of San Francisco Police Lieutenant 
Al Nicolini in an editorial. 
Two of hi* point* we especially repeated 
with great emphasis: 
I. Not even the tiniest, most peaceful hamlet 


i* immune from the awful contagion of dope 
addiction. He told about one small community 
of about 3,000 people in central California 
where he spoke. Here, he found a great deal of 
intense interest in his talk, and for good reason. 
More than a handful of its citizen* had suc­ 
cumbed to the dope habit. 
2. All dope addicts proselyte. They make 
converts. When you find one addict, police have 
discovered, you can usually figure on !0 to 15 
other addicts being close by. All converts of 
the first user. 
The Marin City teenager spent $45 a day 
on heroin. Where did she get this kind of 
money? 
Well, most peddlers use addicts a sellers. 
This unhappy child said nothing to authori- 
tics about selling dope to raise this $45 a day.

Gov. Warren Serves As Conscience 
Of A Sort For Republican Party 
He probably doesn't intend to play the role, but 
Gov. Earl Warren of California has been serving as 
a sort of conscience for the Republican party. 
The 1948 Vfce-Presidential nominee has again 
tossed his hat in the ring for top place on the GOP 
ticket. Alone among all the announced candidates 
Warren is speaking as a progressive on both domestlo 
and foreign policy matters. 
. , 
In doing so, he says he is religiously following the 
party’s platform, and last week he had some pretty 
barbed remarks for those who have criticised him 
for not following party doctrine and for being toe 
much of a liberal. 
At the big Republican pow-wow at San Francisco 
he quoted chapter and verse from the GOP platform 
to demonstrate that his own position of liberalism 
was not something he dreamed up but was strict 
party policy. 
He pointed out to his colleagues that the party 
eould not hope to win elections if it abandons pro* 
gressive programs. To do so, Warren said, "would be 
fatal.” 
Then he asked: "Art people to be condemned or 
encouraged for following party policies between 
•lections?” 
Warren went on to imply that there are many in 
high places in the party who regard the platform as 
nothing more than a sop to the public to gamer 
votes. They pay nothing more than lip service to its 
principles, he indicated. 
Such people, Warren said in effect “glorify double

talk and expediency.”

EVERYONE IS BEING told not 
to expect too much of the meeting 
' which is to begin in Lisbon on 
Feb. 20, and is to be Ittended by 
the big brass, civilian and mili­ 
tary, of the NATO countries. In 
spite of these warnings there is 
likely to be very considerable dis­ 
appointment, which could have 
serious practical consequences in 
Congress and among our people. 
It may seem to them that NATO, 
in which they are making such a 
heavy material and moral invest­ 
ment, is failing, or even that it 
has failed, because these great 
conferences keep postponing the 
settlement of certain questions. 
The questions they keep on 
postponing are those which have 
to do with the military unifica­ 
tion of Western Europe and the ri- 
armament of Western Germany. 
The official thesis has been that 
the success or failure of NATO 
depends on the successful solu­ 
tion of these two questions. If 
that were true, then obviously 
NATO is not succeeding as long as 
long as those two questions are 
not being settled. 
Yet it is not true, I believe, that 
NATO has failed or is failing. The 
NATO which really matters is do­ 
ing pretty well ipdeed. What has 
failed or is failing are certain 
unconsidered policies which have 
been Imposed upon NATO.v 
NATO IS A MILITARY alliance 
It derives its military force from 
the three great powers who belong 
to it—France, Great Britain and 
the United States. France is in­ 
cluded not as a matter of courtesy, 
not because Paris is a beautiful 
city to visit, not because France is 
so civilised a nation, but because 
France is an indispensable ally if 
the fundamental purpose of NATO 
is to be carried out. The purpose 
of NATO can be carried out only 
if American military power is 
made effective enough to be deter­ 
rent against Soviet military expan­ 
sion anywhere in Europe and in 
the Middle East. 
Without the full collaboration 
of France in Europe and In North 
Africa our military effectiveness 
would be reduced drastically. Un­ 
der existing technical conditions 
of air and sea power, the military 
force we can exert in Europe and 
in the Middle East might well— 
, without French collaboration— 
cease to be deterrent and become 
something like a raiding force. 
. NOW THE GERMANS, even the 
Western Germans, are more num­ 
erous than the French. Presum­ 
ably, if they were rearmed and 
convinced that they were serving 
Germany, they would produce a 
better army than the French, 
Nevertheless, from the point of 
view of NATO, and of the Ameri­ 
can capacity to make good the 
NATO guarantee, the collaboration 
of the French is incomparably of 
greater military importance than 
that of the Germans. 
As a matter of fact, without the 
collaboration of France, it is im­ 
possible for the Germans to col­ 
laborate at all with the West. The 
German army, if and when it 
comes into being, will be a depend­ 
ent and parasitical force. Unless 
it has the full support of France, 
not much American support could 
reach it—which goes to show how 
fantastic is the notion held by 
some that it would be possible to 
substitute Germany for France as 
a mainstay of the alliance. 


* eration, we shall regard the unad­ 
vertised political and military and 
technical collaboration which goes t 
on day by day among the three 
principal powers as the redl test 
of NATO’S success or failure. The 
spectacular issues like the unifica­ 
tion of Europe, the “Integration” 
of Western Germany, the m m * 
ing of the Germans, are very grave 
questions. But they are not pri­ 
marily question» for NATO. They 
are not, I believe, soluble by NATO, 
and it is a misfortune rather than 
a benefit that they have become 
entangled with NATO. 
The right view, I would contend, 
is not that European unity and 
the German question must, be set­ 
tled to make NATO successful. It % 
is that if NATO is successful in its 
purpose, which Is to prevent the 
invasion and conquest of Europe, 
then it will be possible to promote 
the unity in Europe, and to work 
out with the Germans a future for 
them in Europe. 
IT WAS AN ERROR to suppose 
that Western Europe could be 
united politically for the purpose 
of creating a European army. The 
attempt to create a European 
army, since it involves the rearm­ 
ament of Germany, is disuniting 
Europe, and there has been a no­ 
table deterioration in Franco- 
German relations ever since the 
good beginning of the Schuman 
Plan was interrupted by our in­ 
sistence on German rearmament. 
It Is only in so far as Europe be­ 
gins to fee! reasonably 
secure 
against war that the 
complex 
■ 
Questions of unity can begin to 
be soluble. We ought to have 
no difficulty In understanding why 
this is true. 
If the first measure proposed at 
the constitutional convention in 
Philadelphia had been to create a 
big federal army, raised in each 
state by conscription, while all the 
other benefits of union were to be 
sunk in the background, how much 
union would the founding fathers 
have achieved? There is, how­ 
ever, an even more conclusive 
proof that the success of NATO 
is not dependent upon the solution 
of the problem of a European 
army. The proof is that the Ger­ 
mans have now so openly and so 
explicitly taken the position that 
they will contribute to NATO only 
if their political terms are met. 
These terms, which are being 
raised as time 'goes on, come from 
all classes of Germans, including 
those who have personally every­ 
thing to lose if the Russians occu­ 
pied Western Germany. 
Could there be a better testi­ 
mony to the real success of the 
main purpose of NATO than that 
the Germans should feel it quite 
safe to remain unarmed—in order 
to strike better and better bar­ 
gains with their recently adopted, 
and rather over-anxious, Uncle 
Sam?

NEW YORK (JP)—-That nest-egg 
of yours—does it look as big now 
as it was supposed to when you 
planned it? Could you offset the 
inroads of inflation by different 
Investments? 
Some people have—by invest­ 
ment or speculation in commodi­ 
ties, common stocks or .real estate 
equities. Speculation is invest­ 
ment with a bigger dash of risk— 
risk taken with a hope of greater 
gain. 
The dollar you saved before 
World War IT has only about 53 
cents In purchasing power now 
compared with whal It had then. 
That means if you put your money 
into savings accounts, government 
or corporate bonds, preferred 
stocks, or just kept it in cash— 
you’ve lost ground so far as pur­ 
chasing power goes. 
BUT YOUR COMMODITIES, 
houses, farms and common stocks 
have advanced so much in nom­ 
inal dollar vplue since 1939 that 
their real value even in terms of 
the present dollar with its 53-cents 
purchasing power is well ahead of 
1939. 
Taking a banker’s factual view of 
what has actually happened to in- * 
vestment* made la 1939, here Is 


what 13 years have done to their 
purchasing power: 
Cash has lost 47 per cent of it* 
purchasing power. So has the 
principal put into savings accounts. 
The purchasing power of the in­ 
come from such accounts, even with 
interest rates higher, now is off by 
29 per cent. 
THE NOMINAL DOLLAR value 
of many bonds and preferred 
stocks (in 1952 dollars) is up, but 
in terms of purchasing power (in 
1939 dollars) the real value is down 
anywhere from 43 to 52 per cent, 
the bank says. The rate of in­ 
come has remained constant but 
the purchasing power of those in­ 
terest payments Is down 47 per 
cent.As for government savings 
bonds—“D” bonds in 1939, “E” 
bonds now—a dollar invested in 
them in 1939 (reinvested later in 
“E” bonds) would have returned 
37 per cent in accrued nominal 
dollar value by now.

•GROWS OUT OF BOX* 
One ot the many interesting an­ 
gles of the structure is the large 
front window which appears to 
grow out of a planted flower box. 
Actually, the window frame was 
constructed in the center of a stone 
planting area both inside and out­ 
side the building. 
On the north side of the nursery 
house a curved redwood window 
frame and severas supports are 
backed by nearly transparent Cor- 
rulux, a plastic and fibre glass com­ 
posite. 
An overhanging roof, following 
the rounded contour lines of the 
buildings adds one of the finishing 
touches. The other, logically, is the 
blocked sidewalk and shrubery de­ 
sign at the entrance to the struc­ 
ture.

Wine May Not Be Sold 


Below Cost, State Says 


SACRAMENTO, <U.fi) — Wine may 
not be sold below cost, state atty. 
general Edmund G. Brown ruled 
this week. 
In an opinion requested by state 
Sen. 
Hugh 
Burns, 
(D-Fresno), 
Brown ruled the state unfair prac­ 
tices act prohibits selling anything 
below cost e:xept in a -few specific 
cases. That included wine. 
The law prevents the practice of 
using so-called “loss leaders” to get 
people into retail stores. 
A second California, pricing law— 
the Fair Trade Law—recently was 
affected by a'U . S. supreme court 
case involving a national distiller 
and a Louisiana company. 
The California law permits "hori­ 
zontal” agreements between produ­ 
cers and retail outlets specifying a 
price at which the product must sell. 


The law is an exception to the 
federal Sherman and Cartwright 
anti-trust acts which prohibit such 
agreements as being in "restraint of 
trade.”

WASHINGTON — A woman Is 
doing one oí' the most important 
and ticklish jobs in the United 
States right now. It’s a job requir­ 
ing the discretion oí a Supreme 
Court justice, so she can't talk 
much about it. 
She is Dr. Kathryn McHale, one 
of the three people charged with 
solving the delicate, highly-involved 
question of civil r i g h t s versus 
national safetye 
* 
A noted scholar and for 21 years 
general director of the National 
Association of University Women, 
Dr. McHale was a p p o i n t e d by 
President Truman with l a w y e r s 
Peter Campbell Brown and David 
J. Coddaire to serve on the Sub­ 
versive Activities C o n t r o l Board 
(SACB). 
This board was established by 
the Internal Security (McCarran) 
Act of 1930 to render judgment on 
organizations and individuals de­ 
clared subversives by the Depart­ 
ment of Justice. Since April, 1Í51, 
the board has been holding hear­ 
ings daily, Monday through Thurs­ 
day, on the question of whether the 
Communist Party in this country Is 
under foreign domination and con­ 
trol as charged by the Department 
of Justice. 


If the board finds the subversion 
charge is true, the organization will 
be required to register and its mem-

SACRAMENTO (UJO—More than 
8,000,000 persons passed by Califor 
nla’s 18 border quarantine stations 
during 195.1, the state department 
of agriculture reports. 
These 8,226,976 persons crossed the 
borders in 2,732,1.24 automobiles, 
272,691 trucks, and 44,411 stages. Of 
the autos, about half, or 1,362,141 
were registered in California while 
1,369.983 were out-of-state, or “for­ 
eign” vehicles.

'The checking stations, at Yermo, 
Tnickee, and Blythe handled the 
largest number of persons.

Hormone Spray Helps 


RIVERSIDE, Calif. 
The use 
of hormone sprays developed by 
University of California scientists 
may have increased the life of 
emons after they have reached the 
storage house by as much as 50 per 
cent.

physiologist, is to keep the stem 
end, or button, of the lemon alive 
and green and prevent internal 
changes which accompany aging of 
the fruit.
